The Georgia 
schools give a hundred times more than 
that. 
What Course Includes. 

“One-half of every secular day is given 
to practice work in field, shop, orchard 
and laboratories in practical instruction 
under teachers or higher students and in 
work for maintenance of farm in all 
its parts; the other half being alloted to 
the class room work in assigned studies. 
The same method is used in many of our 
technological schools and in the trade 
schools for the Indians supported by the 
government. 

We must never lost sight of the fact 
that these schools must be _ inspira- 
tional. They must dignify agriculture 
in the eyes of the boys and_ girls. 
They must inspire them with a real 
enthusiasm for the farmers’ life. We 
are not planning for the day laborer. 
but the self-directing farmer: not the 
drudge, but the thinker, and the doer 
And this is what the farmers who bid 
for the schools knew when they put 
up their money and land, and it is 
what they should have. 


Located Ten Schools. 

But the tenfative course has done 
its chief work. It has helped locate 
ten of the schools and has had its 
part in raising over $800,000 for build- 
ings and plants. Five hundred copies 
of the report have been printed and 
will be sent to every local trustee and 
to every leading agricultural authority 
in the country for criticism, so that 
the committee may have during the 
next six months all the suggestions 
for final adoption! according to local 
variations, by the district boards. lt 
will be sent to any one requesting a 
copy, and I feel sure the committee 
will welcome suggestions. Georgia 
must have only the best.” 

Professor Stewart stated that 
must agree with the main plea of 
President Barrett for cooperation, lo- 
cal control and real agricultural 
teaching, and such was the intention 
of all.
